County Komi Administrator W. D. 
Cochran this morning Issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin: 

Flour 

The following arc the regulations 
now In force, governing the purchase 
of substitutes with wheat flour: 

1. " Substitutes must be sold concur- 
rently with the snle of flour to con- 
sumers; also to public eating places, 
clubs and Institutions, whether hold- 
ing baker'B license or not. 

2. iJist sentence baking regulation 
115 that no regulation requires bak- 
ers to purchase substitutes from the 
same source and at same time tha» 
they buy wheat flour, docs not apply 
In the case of public eating places, ho- 
tels, etc., though holding baker's li- 
cense. These must buy substitutes at 
same place and time as wheat flour 

3. Licensed bakers and dealers, In- 
cluding non-licensed retailers, may 
buy flour and substitutes separate and 
from different sources, if desired. 

4. The old certificates of retailers 
that they had purchased substitutes 
eleswhere, have been discontinued. 

6. The only flour certificate to be 
used this year Is that for the use In 
. purchase of flour against home-grow n 
substitute. TbeBe certificates will be 
furnished from the Food Administra- 
tion, and are known as a cornmeal 
certificate, permitting the grower of 
corn to have his own meal ground as 
his flour substitute. 

This last certificate has practically 
been forced upon the Administration 
In Kentucky by the great quantity of 
requests from farmers In the State. 
The Administration had hoped to 
avoid it. and expected to do so. as it^ 
seemed that even those who grew com' 
would be willing to purchase With 
their flour the smnll amount of sub- 
stitutes required, and thereby elimi- 
nate the difficulty, but the pressure 
was so strong from oilier states that 
It has been determined to issue this 
certificate in favor of the man who 
raises his own corn. 

Corn Sturcli 

Corn starch actually purchased by 
dealers on or before September 16th 
may be sold to bakers and used by 
bakers as a substitute In making 
bread. 

Corn starch purchased by dealers 
since September 16tb can not be sold 
and used as a wheat dour substitute 
either by bakers or by dealers. 

One of the particular points for 
which the Auditors will examine the 
wholesalers will be to.aee whether the 
above rule is com plied with.

Half Dollar Dropped Hehlnd Mantle 
by Mr. Charles 1>. I'earce When 
He tfaa It nt » I nil Is Kcttimcil 
to II Im Uy C. A 0.

About fifteen years ago the late Mr. 
Charles I'earce. whose home in the 
WcBt end for years has been used by 
the C. & O. railroad company as a de- 
pot, happened to be In the station 
waiting for a train when he called Mr. 
Mace Humphreys, ticket agent and 
telegraph operator, and told him that 
he remembered distinctly thnt when 
his son, Mr. Charles D. Pearce, was 
but a small lad be dropped a half 
dollar behind the large mantle In one 
of the waiting rooms. He Bhowed Mr. 
Humphrey! the- mantle behind which 
the coin had been dropped by his son 
and told the agent that If he happened 
to be about when the old house was 
torn down to look there for the coin. 

The old I'earce home Is now being 
torn down to make way for the new 
C. & O. stntion and yesterday the old 
mantle behind which the coin was 
said to be have been dropped, was 
torn out. Mr. Humphreys was there 
when the workmen removed the large 
mantle and there In a splendid Btate 
of preservation he found the half dol- 
lar. The coin was made in the year 
1856 but looked almost new. 

It happened that Mr Charles D. 
Pearce, who is now president of the 
Louisville Ice Company, Is In the city 
today and Mr. Humphreys has given 
to him the coin which as a lad he 
dropped behind the massive mantle. 

Mr. Pearce's father fifteen years or 
more ago remembered distinctly of 
having" given his son the half dollar 
and of the boy playing about the large 
fire place, having dropped the coin 
Into a crack from Which It could not 
be recovered unless the mantle was 
torn down. 

It is needless to say that Mr. Pearce 
prizes the coin highly and he will car- 
ry It as a memento of his childhood 
days in Maysvlllo.

BELGIANS AND 
BRITISH ADVANCE 
ON 25-MILE FRONT 

The Whole of the Flanders RMffe 
Taken by Allies— 10..VKI Prisoners 
Are Connled-SIx Unities 
Raftaff* 

Havre, France, October 5— The Bel- 
glan army, which 1b attacking with the 
British on the Flanders Dattlefront, 
have advanced nine miles on a twen- 
ty-five mile front, the Belgian war of- 
fice announced today. The whole of 
the Flanders ridge is now In the Al- 
lies' possession. The prisoners cap- 
tured now total 10,500, while 160 
cannon and 600 machine guns and 
trench morfars have been taken.

HALF WAY TO QUOTA 

iinli Small I'nrrhases of Honds Are 
Heported By Local Hanks Today 
Much Work To Be Hone

London, October 5— Six great bat- 
tles are now In progress from Fland- 
ers to the Meuse, and the Germans are 
reeling under blow after blow In posi- 
tions on the Hlndenburg and subsid- 
iary lines which they thought Impreg- 
nable. The removal of heavy guns 
by the Germans gives force to the pre- 
diction that they intend abandoning 
the Flanders coast, which has been 
under a heavy bombardment from Al- 
lied guns for the last three days. Be- 
tween Armentieres and Lens the Ger- 
man retreat has reached a depth of 
six miles. Allied forces are just six 
miles from Lille. Prisoners state that 
the Germans are making preparations 
to evacuate the entire dune country 
along the Belgian coaBt. The coun- 
try behind the German lineB is ablaze 
everywhere. 

No fresh German reserves have 
been observed anywhere There are 
evidences of disorganization, both 
among the G^man Infantry and ar- 
tillery, and there are reports of riots 
among some German units. In which 
even officers participated. 

The piercing of the Beaurevolr line 
by the British is a serious blow to the 
Germans. Prisoners say that a new 
line Ib being constructed at Valen- 
ciennes, and that they had orders te 
hold on to the last moment to give 
time to prepare back of It. 



Paris, October 5 — Allied forces In 
Serbia have come into contuct with 
the Austro-Hungarians near- Vranje 
Southern Serbia. Serb forces operat- 
ing against the Austrians took Prenyl 
on Thursday.

HUNDREDS MAY 
DE KILLED IN T. 
N. LEXPLOSIDN 

Only 101 of 2,000 Employes Accounted 
For In (Jrent New Jersey Shell 
Loading Plant. 

Perth Am boy, N, J., October 5 — 
Nineteen hundred persons may be 
dead In the T. A. Olllesple Bhell load- 
ing plant explosion nt Morgan. N. J. 

With the flames still raging at 10 
o'clock, only 101 of the 2,000 em- 
ployes at work when the first explo- 
sion occurred have been accounted 
for. 

Continued concussions, which 
shook Perth Amboy like earthquake 
shocks, have made nny search of the 
ruins for bodies impossible, and fire- 
men are blasting nearby buildings in 
the hope of checking the spread of the 
flames. 

Telephone communication with 
Morgan was suspended by the repeat- 
ed concussions and this situation 
made obtaining of adequate details al- 
most Impossible. Military guards were 
thrown around the rilunt and all news- 
papermen were barred from the vi- 
cinity of the explosion. 

The company's officials were en- 
gaged this forenoon In trying almost 
fiitllely amid the confusion to deter- 
mine the whereabouts of the em- 
ployes. No examination of Ihe ruins 
has been made. Here and there a 
body was drawn out. The injured 
were being cared for in public build- 
ings und at private homes and scores 
of those who were more Seriously 
hurt were being hurried to hospitals 
at Elizabeth, Rahwav and other towns. 

With big explosions still taking 
place at 10 a. in., shaking surround- 
ing towns. Vice President Yates of 
the Gilletipie company gave out the 
following statement: "We can not 
see how It can last ntuch long- 
er. The. large magazines of T. N. T. 
are buried in a bank of the Cheese- 
ituake creek and we feel are safe."

The following very interesting 
comment of n colonel of a Negro reg- 
iment now In Franco as recorded by 
Irvln Cobb in the Saturday Evening 
Post is given In by Prof. W. H. Hum- 
phreys, of the Maysville Colored High 
School : 

"Oh, yes; they were green at the 
start ; but they are as game as any 
men in this man's army nre. You take 
It from me. because I know. They 
weren't afraid of the cold and wet 
and tho terrific labor when they 
worked last winter down near the 
coast of France on as menn a job of 
work ns anybody ever tackled. They 
wore up to their waists In cold wat- 
er part of the time — yes, most of the 
time they were— but not a one of 
them flinched. And bellovo me 
there's no flinching among them now 
thnt we are up against the Huns! You 
don't need the case of Johnson and 
Roberts to prove it. It Is proved by 
the attitude of every single man 
among them. It isn't hard to send 
them into danger — the hard part is to 
keep them from going Into it on their 
nccord. They say the dark races can't 
stand the high explosives — that their 
nerves go to pieces under the strain 
of the terrific concussion. If that be 
so the representatives of the dark 
races that come from America are 
the exceptions to the rule. My boys 
are getting fat and sassy on a fare 
of bombing and bombardments, and 
we have to watch them like hawks to 
keep them from slipping off on lit- 
tle independent raiding parties with- 
out telling anybody about it in ad- 
vance. 

My men have a catch phrase that 
lias come to be their motto and their 
slogan. Tell any one of them to do 
a certain thing and as lie gets up to 
go about it he invariably says, "Let's 
go!" Tell a hundred of them to do 
a thing and they'll say the same 
tiling. I hear it a thousand times a 
day. The mission may Involve dis- 
comfort or the chance of a sudden 
and exceedingly violent death. No 
matter— "Let's go!" that's the Invar- 
iable answer. Personally I think it 
makes a pretty good maxim for an 
outfit of lighting men, and I'll stake 
my life on it that they'll live up to it 
when the real trial comes." ,

GOVERNMENT TAKES 
OVER THE OHIO RIVER 
EXPANSION PROBLEM 

Experts of Kailrond Administration 
Establish Office in Cincinnati— 
Complete Surrey Planned. 

Through action taken yesterday by 
O. A. Tomllnson. assistant to Nntlon- 
al Railroad Director McAdoo. who has 
full contrfol of Inland waterway traf- 
fic, the river problem! and project! of 
the Cincinnati district passed under 
direct control of the I'nlted States 
Government. 

A permanent oilier in to he estnli- 
llshrd at once in Cincinnati, and a 
eurvey of the Ohio ltlver and Its trib- 
utaries made to obtain the most com- 
plete information concerning trafllc 
conditions and needs in the Ohio Val- 
ley from Pittsburg, 1'enn., V> Cairo. 
111. 

Mr. Tomllnson was accompanied to 
Cincinnati yesterday morning by Har- 
ry J. Cross. Both men have been 
leaders in transportation on the Great 
Lakes and have been given full au- 
thority to proceed with their work on 
the Ohio River situation. 

"We are establishing permanent 
headquarters here to study river traf- 
fics condition on the Ohio River and 
ita tributaries," said Mr. Tomllnson. 
"and to co-operate in every way pos- 
sible to develop this line ot transpor- 
tation as conditions may justify. 

"Mr. Cross, who will have chnrge of 
the Cincinnati offloe, Is n waterways 
traffic expert from the Grent Lakes, 
and it will be his province to make a 
thorough study of conditions on the 
Ohio and its tributaries and to work 
out plans tor betterments, changes 
and expansions wherever the need of 
these may develop. 

"Mr. CroBs will hear complaints on 
existing transportation, receive sug- 
gestions and in other ways co-operate 
with the interests along the entire 
river to obtain the most intimate in- 
formation upon which our depart- 
ment will base Its future plans for Im- 
provement and changes in the inland 
waterways system, so far as it ap- 
plies to the Ohio River and its tribu- 
taries. 

"We have studied carefully the 
plans that have been made for river 
terminals in Cincinnati, and I reel 
certain the Government will be gen- 
erous in aiding to bring about exten- 
sive Improvements in river transpor- 
tation, if conditions, as Mr. Cross 
finds them, justify the project. 

"One drawback to river transporta- 
tion on the Ohio River at present is 
the fact that the lock and dam sys- 
tem, which Is to establish a nine-foot 
stage from Pittsburg to Cairo, is in- 
complete. There Is -no continuous 
chain of dams anywhere along the 
river. 

"Until mns; hauls arc made possible 
at practically all seasons of I be year 
river transportation cannot hope to 
compete successfully with the modern 
railroads 

"In this respect it is easy to see 
why railroads have outstripped the 
river so greatly in the matter of traf- 
fic. River transportation is being 
conducted along the original nine- 
teenth century lines, while the rail- 
roads are handling tratlic in up-to- 
the-minute twentieth century style. 

"When the river interests bring 
their transportation systems up to 
date— and the Government will give 
them every encouragement in doing 
so — there is certain to be a decided re- 
habilitation of river traffic. We hope 
establishment of this permanent of- 
fice of the inland Waterways Depart- 
ment of the National Itailroad Admin- 
istrntllon will aid in' bringing about 
this result."

Pool and Drinrs Art Makes For Full 
Measure for Food I'nrhairr.

Washington, 1). C, October 5— The 
housowife can aeo at a glance how 
much food ahe Is to get for her money 
when It Is in package form and label- 
ed In accordance with the provisions 
of the Federal "food and Orugs Act, 
say the officials of the Durenu of 
Chemistry charged with the enforce- 
ment of that law, The federal Food 
and Drugs Act provides that all food 
In pnekage form, shipped Into Inter- 
state or foreign commerce, shnll bear 
on the lnbels a plain and conspicu- 
ous statement of the quantity of the 
contents of the package In temiB of 
weight, measure, or numerical count. 

Federal food Inspectors are always 
on the watch for interstate shpiment 
of food In package form to see thnt 
the labels tell the truth with respect 
to the quantity of food in the pack- 
ages. Samples of the great variety of 
foods now put up and sold Into Inter- 
state commerce In package form are 
taken by the inspectors Several 
samples are taken from each ship- 
ment In order that their average 
weight may be determined. The food 
111 sample packages is carefully 
weight or measure, the party respon- 
sible for the shipment may he prose- 
cuted under the criminal section of 
the law. 

The Federnl Food and Drugs Act 
does not apply to foods which are sold 
and consumed within the State where 
produced or manufactured. It applies 
to foods that are shipped from one 
State to another, or to or from a for- 
« inn country, or manufactured or sold 
within the District of Columbia or a 
Territory. Many States have net 
weight or measure in pnekage foods 
produced and sold within the State. 
The Federal food officials and the 
State food officials cooperate In the 
work of enforcing the food laws In 
order that abuses which can not be 
reached under one law may be cor- 
rected under the other. 

The variety and quantity of foods 
put up and sold In package form has 
Increased rapidly In recent years. 
Nearly every kind of food may now 
he bought in can. box. bottle, basket, 
i arum. sack, or other form of pack- 
age. Canned fruits, vegetables, and 
meats have long been on the market 
and can be obtained at all grocery 
stores. Other foods regularly sold in 
large quantity in package form are 
coffees, teas, spices, flavoring ex- 
tracts, baking powders, sirups, vine- 
gars, Jams, jellies, preserves, Hour, 
olive oil. candy, catsup, bakery pro- 
ducts, butter, chce*e. breakfast foods, 
fresh fruits and vegetables, and bev- 
erages.

THOUSANDS VIEW 
GREAT ARMY TROPHY 
TRAIN AT STATION 



One of the Largest Crowds Which 
Have Gathered Hero In Many a 
Day Crowd Around Trophies 
Captured From the Huns 
Displayed Here. 




Tho great Army Trophy train ar- 
rived In Maysvllle on schedule time 
Friday night and long before Its ar- 
rival people had begun to arrive In 
the city to view its load. Several au- 
tomobiles were parked near the I,. & 
N. station at six o'clock last night nnd 
families were eating their Inches from 
boxes which , had been prepared at 
homo. It looked considerably like u 
picnic for a time. 

As soon as tho train arrived In the 
city the word spread like wild fire and 
soon the space about the depot was 
crowded. The doors of the train were 
not thrown open to the public, how- 
ever, until about seven o'clock and for 
more than three hours a solid stream 
of people poured in and out of the 
train viewing the various implements 
of warefare captured from the Huns 
and samples of some of the war ma- 
chinery used by the allies. 

Because of the very large crowd of 
eager people waiting to view the 
train's load or trophies It was neceB- 
lary for the management to divide the 
crowd into three parts letting the 
children In first, the women next and 
Inst the men. 

Had the trnin'remalned in Maysvllle 
only the two hours it is spending in 
most cities along the route all of the 
people who came here to see the train 
could not have been accommodated. 

All during the time the train was 
laying at the local station members 
of the various precinct committees 
waited on tho large crowd in nn en- 
deavor to sell more Liberty Bonds and 
talks were made from the train. 

Of Interest to tho large crowd of 
people gathered about the train were 
the three Invalid soldiers aboard. One 
Frenchman, one Canadian and an 
American. All three men had gone 
through the wonderful experience of 
going over the top and although they 
were not permitted to tell any of their 
experiences because of the limited 
time their presence caused a thrill 
through the large audience.

More Than Half of Rate 
Schedule. 



Washington, October 5 — The nation 
Is marching toward Its $8,000,000,000 
Liberty 1-onn goal at Just a little more 
than half the speed required to main- 
tain n daily subscription rate of $315,- 
000,000. ' Bond sales officially tabu- 
lated front reports of banks were an- 
nounced by the trensnry Inst night ns 
$sr,r,.13L'.9O0, or an Increase of $229.- 
ooo.ono In the last twenty-four hours. 
This represents resultB for five work- 
ing days up to last night. At the 
Standard rate of $31C,000,000 a day the 
record by this time should have been 
$l.. r i". r i.000,000. This method of circu- 
lation fails to take into consideration, 
however, the fact that many subscrip- 
tions hnve not been backed up by pay- 
ments and consequently are not re- 
cognized In the report, nnd that nnt- 
nrnl procrastination will cause thou- 
sands of citizens to postnpone enter- 
ing pledges until Into in the campaign. 
National headqunrters today IsBued a 
reminder thnt only thirteen working 
days remain before the subscription 
period ends October 19. 

Epidemics of lnfluetiau hnve com- 
pelled the abandonment of public loan 
meetings In scores of cities and hns 
made victims of hundreds of canvass- 
ers and speakers, but reports to head- 
quarters today told of the quick 
change of tactics In many communi- 
ties by substituting house-to-house 
canvassing for masB meetings. 

Subscriptions and percentages of 
quotas by districts show Cleveland 
with subscriptions of $58,710,350. 

Rural districts throughout the west 
seem to he farther progressed to- 
wards their goals than urbane, al- 
though farming districts have delayed 
the opening of their campaigns to al- 
low farmers to get pressing work out 
or the way.
